Important regulations with regard 
to the purchase of .hospital tickets 
were passed by the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital Board at its. regular meet¬ 
ing month. The new ^ regulations 
provide for hospitalization to non- 
ratepayers and R atepayers within 
'towns and hamlets on the same basis 
as ratepayers on purchase of a hos¬ 
pital ticket. The price of tickets has 
been lowered this year to $6.00. This 
price applies to all resident non-rate¬ 
payers, and to ratepayers who pay 
taxes on property in Vulcan or other 
property than farm lands are requir¬ 
ed to pay. the difference between the 
actual hospital taxes on their prop¬ 
erties and $6.00. Heretofore the Hos¬ 
pital Board has accepted applications 
for tickets throughout tire year with 
certain provisions. 

Tickets for the year 1932 will only 
be sold during the month of January 
and up to F'ebruary 15th. No tickets 
will be sold after that date except to 
those who become resident later in 
the year. The Board urges everyone 
who desires to. become a hospital sup 
porter to purchase their ticket^ dur¬ 
ing the specified time. 

Hospital supporters are given hos- 
I pital attention for one dollar per 
day with the free use of operation 
room and other equipment. The rate

There is well founded distrust of the'in- 
sidious influences of party and to ensure the confidence of 
the people, all nationalization must be national and not 
political. It mast be outside and independent of party 
pressure. 

Mr. Gardiner’s scheme is a development of the general 
dissatisfaction with present financial methods. He said 
that undoubtedly the so-called capitalistic system had ad¬ 
vanced the human race as no other had done. But it has 
also brought the world up to a point where millions are 
in want in the midst qf plenty and surrounded by rich 
resources. This is an intolerable and unique condition for 
which those in control of money must take a large meas¬ 
ure of responsibility. He expressed the hope that the 
same intelligence which had brought civilized nations to 
the present great advancement, would go still farther 
and solve the present conditions. If those in control of

NEW LIGHT ON 
“ARE WOMEN SHEEP 


Editor, Vulcan Advocate 
Dear Sin- 

In a recent edition of your paper 
there appeared an abstract of Benge 
Atlee’s. “Are Women Sheep?” The 
writer of the abstract stated that Dr. 
Atlee is “of Toronto.” In the follow¬ 
ing edition, a correspondent sets 
forth the statement that “we shall 
let the article pass as another bit of 
Toronto’s smugness." 

If the assumption that Toronto is 
smug is based on such assertions as 
this, then we may throw the case out 
of court, for Benge Atlee is not from 
Toronto. 

The writer admits that she has not 
read the original article. This is ob¬ 
vious, for had she done so, she would 
then have understood Dr. Atlee’s 
method of attack. He succeeded in 
arousing interest (a veritable tem¬ 
pest in a teapot) by his purposely 
startling references to women’s work 
in a variety of spheres. Interest 
once aroused, he proceeded with his 
real theme—the lack of concerted ef¬ 
fort on the part of women to lower 
our maternal mortality rate “which 
is, at present, higher than that of al¬ 
most any other country in the civil¬ 
ized world.” 

Any doubt as to whether or not 
this is the real theme should at once 
he put at rest by a study of the pro¬ 
portion in the original article. There, 
approximately 460 words are given to 
the matter of woman’s dress, 280 to 
* that of home inventions, 320 to the 
part woman has taken in the advance 
of education. In contrast, the theme 
of maternal mortality is ‘reated in 
1764 words, the remaining great bulk 
of the article. 

I may add that Dr. Atlee is partic¬ 
ularly well-qualified to write on this 
very timely question. He is not only 
a successful writer, but above all, an 
eminent physician and surgeon, a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of Sur¬ 
geons of London. England. 

Dr. Atlee served overseas for the 
duration of the war, and then return¬ 
ed to Dalhousie University of which 
he is a graduate. There he bjcame 
and still is, the head of the Depart¬ 
ment of Obstetrics and Gynaecology. 

Ontario, therefore, must not be giv¬ 
en the credit for Benge Atlee, as he 
is a Nova Scotian, bom, ored and 
resident there.

Hon. 0. L. McPherson, speaking in 
Calgary on Alberta roads, gives in¬ 
teresting facts in this connection. 

There is a strong demand for rapid 
development, he said. Physical iliffi 
culties. such as being close to the 
foothills and many streams, also pre¬ 
sented themselves. In Alberta there 
are more than 8.000 bridges of more 
than 20 feet in length. 

There are 70,000 miles of travelled 
roads, and 400 miles of secondary 
roads being brought to the same 
standard as the main highways, and 
1,300 miles of district roads. 

The province assumes full respon¬ 
sibility of construction and mainten¬ 
ance of main highways. Municipali¬ 
ties provide 50 per cent, of the cost 
of secondary roads and the province 
assumes maintenance. Municipalities 
assume responsibility for district 
roads, and receive an annual grunt 
from the province. 

There are 1,298 miles of gravelled 
main highways, 216 miles of grav¬ 
elled secondary roads; 1,896 miles of 
graded main highways, 372 miles of 
graded secondary roads; or a total of 
2,268 miles of standard grade and 
1,512 miles of gravelled. Graded 
highways, he said, cost $2,250 per 
mile. 

The first road recorded in history, 
said Mr. McPherson, was that across 
the Egyptian desert built for the 
transportation of the Pyramids. 

In that project 100,000 men were 
employed for 10 years, he said. 

The Romans were the first syste¬ 
matic road builders, and the first 
road of importance built by them was 
the Appian Way, in 312 B.C., which 
was later extended by Julius Caesar 
to 360 miles. 

This, he said, was of permanent 
construction and was an average of 
three feet thick. At the height of 
the’Roman Empire the highway sys¬ 
tem was one of 50,000 miles.

Guy Weadick and Mrs. Weadick 
are ambling gaily along the highways 
of the Western States, and Guy is 
sending the Calgary Albertan period¬ 
ic reports of the highlights of the 
journey. These prove immensely in¬ 
teresting and he links up so much of 
the Wyoming tour, with High River 
and Calgary names, that he keeps up 
a real connection with what he is see¬ 
ing now, and his folks back home in 
Alberta. For example: 

“Next we approach Laramie, one 
of the old Wyoming towns. Off to 
the south and southwest can be seen 
the Snowy Range of mountains and 
the North Park country of Colorado. 
That is the district where Mr. Mace 
(of Hereford bull fame) of High Ri¬ 
ver originally hails from. Frank Bra¬ 
zil one of the well-known ranchers 
southwest of High River, also did 
some cowboying in this district years 
ago. Oh, yes, before I forget it, Clem 
Hansen, well known old time cowboy, 
who now, I think, works for the Gar¬ 
diner family south of the Bar U. put 
many years on the Wyoming range. 

1 met several who knew him in the 
early days and want to be remember¬ 
ed to him. 

North and east of Laramie can b 
seen the Laramie Peak, it is just over 
these humps that is located the ranch 
properties of Hon. George H. Cross, 
a former Wyoming senator, one of 
the old-time ranchers of the state; a 
brother of Mr. A. E.' Cross, the well- 
known rancher and financier of Cal¬ 
gary.” 

Meets Midnight 

In another part of the story he 
tells of a visit with “Midnight” that 
famous bucking horse which made its 
fame in Calgary and is now in Wy¬ 
oming. 

(While at the model city of Parco, 
ofj which his brother is Mayor, he 
meets Clayton Danks formerly of 
Cayley. 

“Leaving Rawlins we proceed 6 
miles east $o Parco, Wyo., what is 
generally referred to as the “Wonder 
City” of Wyoming. Population 500. 
This wonder town rose like magic 
from the sagebrush desert in late 
1923. It was built at a cost of sev¬ 
eral million dollars by the Producers 
and Refineries Corporation. (Their 
Canadian subsidiary is the Parco Oil 
Co. with offices in Calgary. They are 
now drilling a well west of Milk Riv¬ 
er Station Jn Alberta. It was built 
to provide modern and model homes 
for their employes, in its fine oil re¬ 
finery. The oil is piped from fields 
50 and 100 miles away. All buildings 
are constructed on the Spanish de¬ 
sign, stucco, red tiled roofs, ctc.'The 
Parco Hotel is considered the finest 
hotel in Wyoming. My brother Toni 
(known to many Calgarians, having 
worked at one time for George Lane 
at the Bar 1’, is the mayor of this 
metropolis. Although 1 have been 
here a week I have never yet been 
to the City Hall. In fact 1 don’t know 
where it is located. Clayton Danks, 
an old time cowpuncher, who several 
years ago won the bronk riding con¬ 
test at Cheyenne, is Chief of Police. 
Clayton used to live at Stavely and 
at Cayley, Alta., some 25 or 30 
years ago, and is one of the bucking 
horse judges at Cheyenne. He is a 
great admirer of Pete Knight of 
Crossfield, who won the bronk riding 
at Cheyenne in 1930. Earl Thode won 
it there this year. Thode, who was 
slightly injured at Calgary, married 
there a very lovely Alberta girl, who 
'now accompanies him on his trips to 
various parts of the continent, where 
he competes. While on the subject, 
let me say, that both Harry and Pete 
Knight have hundreds of friends and 
admirers in the States, both for their 
ability as top notch riders as well as 
for their ability to conduct them¬ 
selves as good fair clean sportsmen. 
“Midnight” the famous bucking 
horse raised by Jimmy McNab of 
Macleod, first used at the Stampede 
at Calgary, and later purchased by 
Eddie McCarty of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
and acknoweglded all over the Unit¬ 
ed States as the premier bucking 
horse of the world, is now a Wyom 
ing resident. 

At Cheyenne 

I had a visit with “Midnight” the 
internationally famous bucking horse. 

He is kept in a box stall, curried, 
and taken care of in a manner that 
no thoroughbred race horse gets any 
better. He is gentle to handle, but 
when turned out of a chute it is top 
bad for the rider that draws him.
